Fermor-Hesketh, daughter of Sir 
Thomas and Lady Fermor-Hesketh, 
in March, 1934. 

Miss Joyce’s attorney, Neville 
Lasky, said at least three of the 
letters were. written aftér the de- 
fendant had attained his majority. 
Lasky said he would produce 30 
letters and would have had many 


more had it not been for “a 
burglary to which I will refer 
later.” 


Small Courtroom Jammed. 


Hundreds of smart folk from 
Mayfair tried to gain admittance 
to the small courtroom, where Lord 
Revelstoke sat on one side of the 
roum, and Miss Joyce on the other. 
There was frequent laughter from 
the 90 admitted, particularly when 
Justice Swift; after glancing at a 
transcript of the evidence, re- 
marked: 

“Some of these beautiful letters 
were lost? It seems a pity—from 
a literary standpoint.” 

In an address to the jury, Lasky 
said Lord Revelstoke, son of the 
former Maude Lorrilard of New 
York, and now one of the heads of 
the banking firm of Baring Bros. & 
Co., Ltd., first met Miss Joyce when 
he was 19. There were numerous 
marriage proposals, said Lasky, 
who added that Miss Joyce often 
lent the youth money or paid the 
bills herself when they went out 
together. 

Then extracts from the letters 
were read by Lasky. None was 
dated. One read: “I love you more 
than anything in the world. You 
are driving me crazy. You looked 
so lovely in your new coat you near- 
ly drove me crazy.” 

Another: “I am more and more 
dazed from the effects of last night. 
Angela, I adore you and I love you 
more and more. You are the su- 
premest, the superbest, the most 
wonderful girl in the world.” 

Other Extracts Follow: 

“My darling Angela: I just re- 
ceived your wonderful letter. You 
are an absolute darling to do this 
for me, Angeli. I adore and love 
you more and more every second 
of every day and certainly every 
night. 

“Do keep writing in that wonder- 
ful language of yours. It makes me 
love and adore you more and more. 
Goodbye darling. All love from the 
bottom of my heart. Yours always, 
ROBIN.” 

“Wasn’t it ghastly parting last 
night? I somehow felt it more 
than ever. Still, we had a glorious 
day together. I enjoyed your cook- 
ing. It’s amazing. What delight 
we both get doing small things like 
that.” 

Referring to a contemplated trip 
to Ireland, Revelstoke wrote: “Oh, 
sweetheart, I can’t bear the thought 
of parting for three weeks. It 
would be just like three years, but 
it must be done.” 

On one occasion, Revelstoke 
wrote: “I want you to be some- 
thing big. I love you too much ‘9 
want to be in your way.” 

Reading of the letters will be re- 
sumed Monday. Both sides denied 
they would ask that parts of the 
letters be read in camera. “I am 
making no suggestion of impro- 
priety between Lord Revelstoke 
and Miss Joyce,” Lasky asserted.

AIR CRASH SCENE 


Federal Inspectors Start 
Taking Testimony 
Macon on Wreck 


Which Five Lost Lives.

INVESTIGATORS GO 
TO VIEW GROUND 


Party Also Visits Landing 
Field Near Kirksville 
Where Plane Was Head- 
ing When It Fell. 


By the Associated Press. 

MACON, Mo., May 11.—The 
Government’s public hearing of 
facts concerning the crash of the 
TWA airliner, “The Sky Chief,” at 
Barnesville iast Monday, opened 
here today. Senator Bronson Cut- 
ting of New Mexico, two women 
passengers and the two pilots were 
killed and eight other passengers 
were injured when the _ twin-en- 
gined monoplane fell. 

Bland Gentner, who was the first 
to reach the wreckage of the air- 
liner, sobbed on the witness stand 
while describing the scene after the 
crash. Dennis Mulligan, in charge 
of the hearing, recessed to allow 
him to recover his composure. 

After several minutes, Mulligan 
resumed, calling Dr. G. C. Lyda of 
Atlanta, Mo., who went to the 
Charles Bledsoe farm home to treat 
the victims. 

Dr. Lyda said he learned from 
Mrs. Dora Metzger, one of the in- 
jured passengers, that the co-pilot 
had turned back and said “Tighten 
your safety belts,” just before the 
crash. 

Major R. W. Schroeder, chief a.r 
line inspector, questioned the doctor 
about the weather. lLyda said it} 
was “misty.” 

Bledsoe described the weather at 
the time of the crash as “real 
cloudy and clouds very low.” 

Witness Recalled. 

Again called to the stand, Gent- 
ner was asked: “Did the pilot say 
anything to you?” 

“He told me he was caught in a 
tree, was out of gas in the fog,’ he 
replied. 

Several willow trees were broken 
down by the plane. 

Schroeder asked the witness if he 
was familiar with such terms as 
“low on gas” and “out of gas.” “He 
said ‘Out of Gas,’” Gentner replied. 

“Did he say ‘lot of fog, little fog’ 
or what?” “As I remember he said 
‘awful fog.’ 

Everett Wigans, Barnesville store- 
keeper, quoted C. G. Drew, an_in- 
jured passenger, as cursing the 
plane’s radio after the crash. 

At the inquest it was developed 
that the radio transmitter was out 
of commission, preventing the pilot 
from communicating with ground 
stations, Wigans testified Drew 
said: 

“When it hit I thought something 
passed us. These damned radios! 
You can’t depend on them.” 

Inspectors Visit Scene. 

The inspectors yesterday visited 
the place where the plane bounced 
along a furrowed field, jumped a 
dirt road and then broke up against 
a knoll, scattering wreckage and 
passengers over a wide area. 

Several marks on the ground were 
carefully examined, but they had 
been dimmed by rain and tram- 
pling. Schroeder walked to the top 
of the knoll to see gently rolling 
pasture land, on which the plane 
might have landed'safely had it re- 
mained aloft a minute longer. 

The Government experts spent 
two hours at the scene of the crash 
before going to the airport at Mil- 
lard, which serves Kirksville, and 
to which TWA officials testified 
the plane had been directed by ra- 
dio after it was unable to land at 
Kansas City because of fog. Radio 
and lighting equipment at the air- 
port were investigated, to ascertain 
whether it would have been suit- 
able for the landing of the plane. 

Schroeder said all findings would 
be announced, as is customary, 
from Washington, after the public 
hearing and due deliberation. 

New Witnesses Called. 

Billy Jenkins and Harry O’Neale, 
farmers living about a half mile 
from the place where the plane fell, 
have been summoned to testify at 
the Federal hearing. They did not 
testify at the coroner’s inquest. 

Mulligan said the hearing would 
be recessed later in order that 
statements may be taken from 
the survivors at Samaritan Hospital 
here. The investigators later will 
return to Kansas-City, where they 
will question Mrs. D. L. Mesker, 
wife of a TWA pilot, who is in a 
hospital there. Mrs. Mesker left 
here soon after the crash, without 
appearing before the coroner’s jury. 

Dr. A. L. Cambre reported one 
of the survivors, Paul Wing, father 
of Toby Wing, actress, to be’ con- 
siderably improved, but still in seri- 
ous condition. Ten ribs on Wing's 
right side are detached from his 
spine and six of them are frac- 
tured, Cambre said.

U, §. JUDGE RULES GROCERS 
MAY SELL “LOSS LEADERS” 


Holds Code Is Not Violated if 
Commodity Is Not in Original

Holizer held yesterday that retail 
grocers, despite the NRA, may sell 
commodities as “loss leaders,” pro- 
vided the commodity is not in the 
original package in which it was 
received by the grocer in interstate 
or foreign traffic movement. 

Indicted on a charge of violating 
the Grocers’ Code by selling sugar 
at a loss, Clifton C. Smith defend- 
ed himself on the ground that “Con- 
gress cannot usurp the State’s pow- 
er of regulation over retail mer- 
chandising.” 

Judge Hollizer ruled that because 
Smith had used containers other 
than the sugar originally was 
packed in “all interstate commerce 
with. respect to the retail. sugar 
sales had ceased prior to the mak- 
ing of these sales.”

MURDER CHARGE 
AGAINST MAN IN 
0 PUISUN DEATHS 


Is 
Arraigned, Accused of 
Killing His Wife and 
Four Children.

NEW YORK, May 11.—Frederick 
Gross, 49-year-old bookkeeper, was 
arraigned in a Brooklyn court to- 
day, charged with the murder of 
his. wife and four children by poi- 
soning. He was held without bail 
for examination Monday in Homi- 
cide Court. 

In jail he was placed under $ex- 
traordinary surveillance and his 
shoe laces, necktie and belt taken 
from him to safeguard against pos- 
sible suicide attempts. 

Gross was arraigned after he had 
undergone an all-night questioning, 
which, police said, had failed to 
shake him in his denial that he had 
used an obscure poison to end the 
lives of his wife, Katharine, 38, and 
the children, Frederick, 9, Kath- 
arine, 7, Leo, 3, and Barbara, 18 
months. 

Evidence said to have been ob- 
tained by a toxicologist using a 
spectograph on tissue taken from 
the bodies of: the mother and the 
son, Leo, caused District Attorney 
William F. X. Geoghan to order 
the placing of the murder charge. 

Had Access to Stock of Poison. 

Investigators said Gross, a $20-a- 
week bookkeeper for an importing 
firm, had access to a stock of pois- 
on intended for killing rats. Be- 
cause it had been used so rarely in 
taking human life, they said, medi- 
cal knowledge of its effect on the 
human body was limited. 

Gross’ mother-in-law, Mrs. Olga 
Bein, in a Brooklyn hospital suf- 
fering from symptoms of poisoning, 
professed her. belief in the book- 
keeper’s innocence early today 
when authorities brought the man 
to the hospital.

Secretary of Agriculture Wallace, 
addressing an agricultural rally 
here today in the home State of his 
frequent critic, Senator Huey P. 
Long, called on the farmers to 
stand firm in suppert cz the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act. 

“It is time for farmers to get up 
on their hind legs and fight for 
what they know to be simple jus- 
tice,” he said. “Your united stand 
for the cause of agriculture was 
never more necessary than at the 
present moment.” 

T wo weeks ago Senator Long 
criticised the AAA and New Deal 
policies in Secretary Wallace’s home 
city, Des Moines. 


Alexandria, a city of 20,000 popu- : 


lation, which Long has never Car- 
ried in an election, gave Wallace a 
rousing welcome. He was escorted 
through crowded streets decked 
with bunting. A holiday atmosphere 
prevailed for every highway, raik- 
road and bus line had brought citi- 
zens in for the speaking. 

“The next few weeks will be cru- 
cial,” said Wallace. “If the ranks 
of agriculture hold firm, we have 
some chance to improve the Agri- 
cultural Adjustment Act and come 
closer to winning for agriculture its 
fair share of the national income; 
but if the ranks of agriculture are 
divided, it is almost a certainty that 
what farmers have battled for for 
15 years will be lost.” 

Change Under Roosevelt. 

Wallace declared the farm situa- 
tion changed when President Roose- 
velt came into office. 

“Since the farmer has to buy in 
a protected market, the farm pro- 
gram of the New Deal found a 
way to help him sell in a protected 
market. For the first time, through 
the device of the processing tax, 
the majority of farmers had a 
tariff that actually worked for 
them, 

“Because of surpluses so huge as 
to overshadow our whole national 
economy, because of the limited 
amount of food the human stomach 
can consume, because of a shat- 
tered foreign market for farm prod- 
ucts, agriculture in 1933 won the 
right to adjust its production to 
the market that actually existed. 

“The Agricultural Adjustment 
Act borrowed the centralizing powe 
er of government so that agricul- 
ture might at least begin to win 
back a little of its fair share of the 
national income. . . Now that 
these governmental powers have 
been used by millions of farmers 
for two years, the cry has arisen 
that they must be taken away. I 
do not hear this cry from any large 
number of farmers. They know 
that a moderate use of these gov- 
ernmental powers has helped put 
them back on their feet.” 

Wallace in defending the AAA 
declared representatives of business 
have no right to complain about 
production control under that pro- 
gram. 

Denies Scarcity Is Induced. 

“Those who charge the AAA with 
inducing scarcity simply do not 
know the facts. The American 
farmer always has produced enough 
food for every man, woman and 
child in the United States, and I 
am sure he will continue to, given 
a chance to stay on his farm and in 
business. The adjustment programs 
have cut down production for an ex- 
port market which no longer exists; 
they have not. deprived the people 
of one ounce of necessary food... 

“The processing tax is the farme 
er’s tariff, the marketing agree- 
ments and licenses are the farmer's 
corporation laws. 

“Agriculture's continued use of 
these powers is today in danger. The 
ghost of Hamilton is abroad in the 
land. He has come back because 
he sees that his economic victory 


‘of a century or more ago is in peril, 


As he has watched the New Deal, 
he has discovered to his horror that 
it not only proposes to give the 
management of their economic af-

Dr. George T. Moore Says Abate- 
ment Is Task for Illinois 
Coal Mining Interests. 
Elimination of the smoke nuis- 
ance in St. Louis and East St. 
Louis is a task that will have to 
be accomplished by the coal mining 
interests in Illinois which supply 
fuel to these cities, Dr. George IP.

HUNTSVILLE, Tex., May 11.— 
After an investigation Texas prison 
authorities said today there was 
no connection between a prison 
farm break and a fight in the pris- 
on here yesterday, in which a guard 
and two convicts were killed, and 
the execution earlier in the day of 
Raymond Hamilton, notorious out- 
law, and his companion in crime, 


Joe Palmer. Hamiiton and Palmer 
died in the electric chair for the 
murder of Major Crowson, a guard, 
in a break in 1934. 

The break in which a guard and 
a prisoner were killed at the East- 
ham Prison Farm and fights at the 
main penitentiary here, occurred 
less than 18 hours after the execu- 
tions. 

At the Eastham farm, 40 miles 
north of here, Jack Peddy, who 
once gained freedom by forging a 
parole, led the break. Using a 
smuggled pistol, he shot and killed 
Guard Virgil Welch, seriously 
wounded Homer Parker, convict 
turnkey, and beat Guard Tom 
stephens into unconsciousness. 


Left for Dead. 


Peddy was shot down as he and 
three other convicts—-two murder- 
ers and a robber—fled across a 
field. The guards, thinking Peddy 
dead, continued in pursuit of the 
others. They #eturned :ater to find 
Peddy gone. He was shot to ceath 
two hcurs later as he walked out of 
a clump of trees. 

His companions in the break — 
Sam Grant and R.«&. Tipton, both 
serving life sentences for murder, 
and Happy Lutlow, serving 35 years 
for robbery—escaped into the Tfrin- 
ity River bottoms.

$1.74 TAX-RATE APPROVED 
BY ALDERMANIC COMMITTEE 


Measure Is Expected to Be Passed 
by Board Today or 
Monday. 


The annual tax-rate bill, fixing 
the municipal tax rates for 1935 at 
a total of $1.74 on the $100 valua- 
tion for the fourth successive year, 
was passed unanimously by the 
Board of Aldermen today. Action 
was taken under suspension of the 
rules, on a favorable report adopted 


yesterday by the Ways and Means 
Committee. Mayor Dickmann has 
said he would sign the bill. 

It has been decided by a majority 
of the Board of Education to fix 
the school tax rate next week at a 
total of 88 cents, compared with 85 
cents last year. The State rate may 
have to be increased from 15 cents 
to 16 cents to support the $10,000,000 
in bonds voted last year for penal 
and eleemosynary buildings. There- 
fore, the gross tax rate in St. Louis 
this year provably will be $2.77 or 
$2.78, an increase of 3 or 4 cents 
over that of last year. 

The municipal rate has included 
$1.27 for general purposes _ since 
1925, 39 cents for the bond sinking 
fund since 1932, and, for years, 4 
cents for the Public Library and 2 
cents each for the Art Museum and 
Zoo. 


PASSPORTS OF AMERICANS 
TRIED AS SPIES CANCELED 


Government Admits Citizenship of 
Switzes but Refuses to Allow 
Customary Papers.

WASHINGTON, May 11—The 
State Department has canceled the 
passports of Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Gordon Switz, American citizens, 
who recently were discharged by a 
French court after trial for impli- 
cation in international espionage in 
France. At the trial they con- 
fessed that they had acted as paid 
spies for a foreign Power. 

Mr. and Mrs. Switz have been giv- 
en affidavits certifying their citi- 
zenship, but the affidavits explain 
that this Government does not feel 
justified in issuing them the cus- 
tomary passports. They may trav- 
el in other countries on the affi- 
davits, if any Government will 
grant them visas. The Switzes 
may return to the United States 
if they desire.

NO POWER IN THO 
EAST SIDE TOWNS 


Electric Service Cut Off at Col- 
linsville, Caseyville; Repair 
Crews at Work. 


The towns of Collinsville and Ca- 
seyville were without electric power 
today and Mayor M. W. Harrison of 


Collinsville said 1000 persons were 
temporarily thrown out of work be- 
cause of the shutdown of power ma- 
chinery. 

The shutdown included pumping 
operations at the Collinsville water- 
works. No immediate shortage of 
water was threatened, however, and 
a large supply was held in storage 
for fire fighting. 

John H. Mitchell, general mana- 
ger of the Illinois Power & Light 
Co., whose union electricians have 
been on strike since April: 3, said 
repair crews were searching for the 
cause of the trouble and hoped to 
restore service in aq _ short time. 
Mitchell explained that wires had 
been cut frequently during the 
strike. A report was in circulation 
on the East side that the electri- 
cians were planning to call a gen- 
eral strike of union workers in the 
area served by the power company. 

Representatives of Madison Coun- 
ty towns met at the Missouri Ath- 
letic Association yesterday to hear 
the company side of the dispute 
from Mitchell. The meeting was un- 
productive of suggestions for a so- 
lution of the trouble, Mitchell said. 
Edwardsville, Collinsville, Wood 
River, East Alton and Roxana were 
represented. Wood River citizens 
stated they were considering the 
establishment of a municipal elec- 
tric plant as assurance against fu- 
ture interruptions of service  be- 
cause of labor disputes between pri- 
vate utilities and employes. 

Mayor Remnsnider of Belleville 
was continuing efforts today to ar- 
range a mediation meeting between 
representatives of the company and 
the strikers. More than 3000 work- 
ers held a labor holiday in Belleville 
last Wednesday in protest against 
the stationing of armed guards at 
the Belleville plant of the Illinois 
Power & Light Co. Normal indus- 
trial conditions were restored when 
the guards were removed.

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AVIATION AND THE AIRPORT. 

Maj. Albert Bond Lambert, for whom the munici- 
pal airport of St. Louis is named, thinks the city can 
regain its rightful place in aviation by offering the 
finest possible technical equipment at its flying field. 

Maj. Lambert also thinks the accessibility of the 
field is an important factor, and to this end the 
Natural Bridge road is being widened and a cross- 
road from it to the flying field is being projected by 
the Municipal Airport Commission. These improve- 
ments will put the field much closer in time to down- 
town St. Louis, where most air traffic originates. 

The Airport Commission is also installing sunken 
lights in the flying field runways. They will cost 
$3800. They are designed to guide pilots at night. 

The local flying field is popular withaviators. This 
is because of its equipment, which matches that of 
any other field in the country, and the fact that it 
is surrounded on all sides by open country. Get- 
ting out of a flying field with a heavy plane is not 
always an easy matter, and the aviator is grateful 
for open country on which to land if he is not able 
to get away. A mishap on the Northwestern Lines 
at Milwaukee some months ago illustrates this point. 
The aviator had little more than left the field when 
one of his twin motors stopped. He was unable to 
continue climbing with one motor, and was forced 
down on the edge of town, narrowly missing several 
houses. 

With the illumination now being installed, the 
local runways will be as fine as those anywhere. 
The runways at Kansas City and Chicago are cov- 
ered with cinders. The runways at the local flying 
field are covered with fine crushed rock. The open- 
ness of the country around the field and its light- 
ing equipment make it one of the best of the flying 
fields from the viewpoint of the pilot. It is Maj. 
Lambert’s idea that this is the way to recapture the 
traffic our airport has lost.

When he collapsed, Witherspoon 
was in the office of Edward Zieg- 
ler, assistant manager. Ziegler and 
Lewis were with him,

BALKAN STATES AGREE 
TO HUNGARY'S ARMING 


Conference Accords Similar 
Privilege to Bulgaria—None 
Agression Pact a Condition 


By the Associated Press, 

BUCHAREST, Rumania, May 1%. 
—Representatives of four Balkan 
states decided after a five-hour dis 
cussion’ _ today, authoritative 
source disclosed, to allow the re 
armament of Bulgaria and Hun- 
gary provided those states agreed 


to join in a pact of non-aggression 
and mutual assistance with Yugo- 


an 


slavia, Rumania, Turkey, Czecho- 
Slovakia and Greece. 
The Balkan statesmen, Foreign 


Ministers Nicholas Titulescu of Ru- 
mania, Demetrios Maximos of 
Greece, Tewfik Aras of Turkey and 
Premier Bogoljub Yevtich of Yugo- 
slavia also gave their attention to 
the restoration of the Hapsburg 
throne in Austria, the revision of 
Hungary’s present boundaries and 
the proposed Danubian pact. 

The four statesmen agreed that 
for practical purposes they would 
record at the Rome conference of 
Central European affairs a formal 
veto of the request of Bulgaria and 
Hungary for rearmament. 

Should the great Powers, how- 
ever, authorize such increase in na- 
tional defenses of the two nations, 
the Balkan states would use their 
formerly recorded veto to force en- 
trance of Bulgaria and Hungary 
into the proposed mutual assistance 
pact. 

Turkey argued that as Turkey 
fought and suffered with Germany, 
and the other defeated states, Tur- 
key ought to be allowed like those 
nations to rearm. 

The conference decided this was 
a matter for the great Powers. 

King Carol received the delegates 
after today’s meeting, after which 
Premier Yevitch left for Belgrade, 
The remaining delegates will hold 
their final session tomorrow morn- 
ing. 

The French project for establish- 
ing a Mediterranean pact among 
all the countries bordering on that 
sea will be considered, as the view 
of the Balkan council, expressed in 
the past, has been that such a pact 
could not be concluded without the 
adherence of the four states of the 
Balkan agreement. 

Aside from military and political 
problems the four statesmen will 
discuss economic and _ financial 
problems. These problems include 
interchange of goods, a proposed 
joint agreement to increase ‘mone 
tary facilities for Balkan trade, and 
the financing of marketing facil 
ties for special products such as to 
bacco and opium.

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PROGRESS IN TOLEDO 
AUTO STRIKE PARLE 


General Motors and Union 
Representatives Brought To- 
gether By Mediators. 


By the Associated Press. 

TOLEDO, O., May 11.—Federal 
mediators brought labor leaders and 
officials of General Motors Corpor- 
ation together today for a confer- 
ence on the strike in the Chevrolet 
plant here. 

The company previously had re- 
fused to negotiate unless the em- 


ployes returned to work. 

Thomas J. Williams, conciliator 
of the United States Department of 
Labor, during a brief recess, said: 
“The conference is making real 
progress. We are proceeding calm- 
ly and constructively and are dis- 
cussing the original propositions. 
Some of the subjects, by mutual 
consent, have been laid over for 
further thought by both sides. They 
will be reintroduced later on.” 

Fred Schwake, business agent of 
the union, said the discussions were 
“all right as far as they have gone. 
We are at least talking to the man 
we wanted t o.” 

Francis J. Dillon, American Fed- 
eration of Labor organizer for the 
automobile industry, met with 
local leaders of the United Auto- 
mobile Workers Federal Labor 
Union last night to decide on the 
union’s course of action. Coleman 
Claherty, organizer for the rubber 
tire industry, pledged the support 
of the rubber unions to the strikers 
at a rally. 

The strike here resulted in strikes 
and shutdowns at Chevrolet and 
Fisher body plants elsewhere. Four 
thousand workers at the Chevrolet 
and Fisher body plants in St. Louis 
were called back to work yester- 
day. 

Dillon said he would insist that 
the basic policy determined at the 
meeting here “form the standard 
for the corporation's dealings with 
its employes generally.” 

The strike began April 23. The 
management immediately closed the 
plant, cutting off the supply of 
transmissions manufactured here 
for Chevrolet assembly plants. No 
attempt has been made to operate 
the plant since then. 

Earlier this week, the workers 
voted to reject company settlement 
proposals. When the strike was 
called the union demanded a 70- 
cent per hour minimum wage and 
abolition of the “speed-up” system, 
in addition to a signed contract:

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CITY 10 LET CONTRACT 
FOR WAR MEMORIAL 


an 


Ordinance for Building to Be 
Prepared by Public Ser- 
vice Board Soon. 


President Brown of the Board of 
Public Service announced yesterday 
that the contract for the erection of 
the substructure of the War Me- 
morial on the Plaza would be let as 
soon as possible, and an ordinance 
providing for the construction of 


the memorial would be initiated by 
the board. 

The memorial, to cost about $1,- 
000,000, will be erected petween 
Pine and Chestnut streets, and 
Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, 
facing Central Public Library. The 
structure will be about 190 feet 
long, 90 wide and 70 high. The 
building proper will be on a terrace 
at an average of 54% feet above the 
sidewalk. 

Four large stairways will lead 
from each street to the terrace, and 
other broad steps will lead into the 
building on the Pine and Chestnut 
street sides. The design of the me- 
morial is conservatively modern, 
based on a classical scheme. The 
main mass of the building will be 
surrounded by square fluted col- 
umns. 

The first floor will have an open 
loggia 40 feet wide, which will lead 
through the center of the building 
from Pine street to Chestnut street. 
Small lobbies, on the east and west 
side of the loggia, will enter on 
large museum rooms in each wing 
of the memorial. 

An elevator and stairway in the 
west lobby will lead to the second 
floor where there will be six small 
meeting rooms for legion posts and 
a large hall. The basement of the 
building’ will be used for storage 
space. 

At each of the four corners of the 
terrace simple pylon’ monuments 
will be erected commemorating bat- 
tles in which Missouri troops par- 
ticipated. Two large flagstaffs will 
be placed on the Pine street and 
Chestnut street sides. Granite, and 
probably limestone, will be used in 
the building. 

The War Memorial was conceived 
in the general plans for the Plaza 
at the time of the passage of the 
$87,000,000 bond issue in 1923. Funds 
for its erection were voted last year 
when a $1,900,000 item was ap- 
proved for the development of the 
Plaza and the construction of the 
memorial. 

The architects are the Plaza Com- 
mission, Inc., andthe memorial will 
be in direct charge of the member 
firms of Mauran, Russell & Crow- 
ell and Preston J. Bradshaw. 


WOMAN IS HELD FOR HOMICIDE 
FOR KILLING DANCE HALL MAN 


Inquest Verdict; Victim, Louis 
Hildebrand, Identified by Po- 
lice as Paroled Robber. 

Louis Hildebrand, shot and killed 
yesterday morning by Mrs. Mae 
Brennan in his dance hall at Creve 
Coeur Lake, was a paroled bank 
robber and previously had been shot 
by another woman, his divorced 
wife, Deputy Sheriffs learned last 
night. 

Police records showed that Hilde- 
-brand was sentenced to a term of 
10 years to life in June, 1922, for 
the $11,300 robbery of the Dupo 
(Ill.) State and Savings Bank. He 
was paroled Dec. 15, 1932. On Aug. 
7, 1933, he was shot in the hip by 
his divorced wife, Mrs. Ruth Walsh, 
in a row in her rooming house in 
the 4200 block of Olive street. 

Mrs. Brennan, 42-year-old piano 
player at Hildebrand’'s dance hall, 
said yesterday that she shot him 
when he advanced on her with a 
club. He had beaten her many 
times during their association of 
more than a year, she said. 

Following an inquest this morn- 
ing at which Mrs. Brennan was 
named in a homicide verdict, she 
was charged with murder in a war- 
rant issued at Clayton, and was or- 
dered held without bond. 

Funeral services for the dance 
hall proprietor will be held Monday 
afternoon at the Pleitsch mortuary, 
5966 Easton avenue, with interment 
in St. Peter's Cemetery.

O'Malley has asked the 
Court for authority to advertise for 
bids for the company’s assets, but 
this request is opposed by the cor- 
poration, which also has filed ob- 
jections to O’Malley’s estimate of 
impairment. The corporation, of

Regardless of whether a woman 
is planning her summer entertain- 
ments in her garden or indoors, she 
will be interested in the array of 
attractive pottery and other in- 
formal service pieces which have 
been added to-retail collections. The 
increased number of pottery pieces 
that are useful as well as ornamen- 
tal appeals to the woman who likes 
distinctive service and vivid color 
schemes. 

The vogue is toward bright colors 
with a tendency to mix different 
shades in the arrangement of a ta- 
ble rather than to stick to one color 
scheme.

AS an example of the = reform 
that can be accomplished, Frau 
von Koerber tells of a visit in 
the Novinski women’s prison in 
Moscow with the widow of the 
“famous bandit Kusnezov.” Mrs. 
Kusnezov, 28 years old and serving 
an eight-year term because’ she 
held another woman while Kusne- 
zov killed her, never had worked 
in her life until she entered 
Mrs. Kusnezov dispassion- 
ately relates the story of her early 
life—one that puts her in a class 
with some of Dostoevski’s lurid 


|characters—but when she comes to 
her prison life she becomes quite 


animated. 

“Work has made another woman 
of me,” she says. “Before I came 
here I could scarcely read or write 
and now I have learned a_ great 
deal in the advanced course. I shall 
never marry again for I can now 


earn enough to Keep myself. Here 


in the prison I am controller in 
the mill, a very responsible post. 
Everything must be worked out ac- 
curately to a second to’estimate 
the speed of the work. Believe me, 
everyone who wants to work can get 
on here. When I am released I 
shall live outside, but I shall con- 
tinue to work in the mill as a free 
laborer.” 

The penologist describes several 
hard cases that have been won 
over, including that of one husky 
peasant girl who acquired the repu- 
tation of being a wild cat during 
the first few weeks of her im. 
prisonment and ended up by being 
200 per cent ahead of her schedule 
in the shoe factory. 

In the. Ukraine she found no 
women’s prisons, men and women 
working together in open colonies 
and in closed institutions.

of the prison, who gives her a mili- 
tary salute and then escorts her to 
a horse-drawn cart for the trip to 
the colony. 

On the way to the prison colony 
the superintendent tells what has 
been accomplished during the eight 
months of its existence: “It was 
very difficult at first. Then we or- 
ganized the first active group. 
From that moment it became a 
point of honor to be reliable and 
dependable. It is not easy to make 
contact with these wild, delinquent 
girls, especially when the numbers 
are always changing. We began 
with 60 girls an now we have 180 
from 16 to 18 years old. Years ago 
they ran away from their parents 
and have wandered about on the 
roads and in the woods or disap- 
peared nameless and homeless, in 
the towns.” 

“Can these vagrants get used toa 
normal life,” asks Frau von 
ber. 

“If they find work which they 
like, the result as often astonishing. 
But there are girls for whom we 
seek work in vain for ages until 
eventually we hit on the right job. 
Most of them want romance, and 
are dissatisfied with every day life. 
That is why they need excitement 
and experiences after work which 
will turn their lust for romance in 
the right direction. A foreigner’s 
visit today is one such experience. 
They have a romantic idea of for- 
eign countries.” 


Frau von Koerbercand and her 
host enter the colony by a bridge 
over one arm of a lake. The quar-

ters are in an old convent that has 
been redesigned and enlarged. A 
broad red banner is_ inscribed 
“Hearty Greetings to the German 
Visitor.” 

By the entrance to the convent 
yard stand two girls uniformed in 
peaked caps, coats with leather 
belts, and short skirts. They salute. 

Frau von Koerber, impressed 
from the very start of her visit, 
tells what she sees, and gives her 
reactions, 


“In the courtyard we were greet- 
ed by a march of welcome. All the 
girls stood in rows like soldiers, and 
we went past them. saluting. It 
seemed odd to me to be strutting 
past the ranks like an old Field 
Marshal, but immediately my 
thoughts turned to these girls, who 
had so recently been tramping the 
roads, and who now stood there in 
such well-disciplined rows. They 
were a remarkable collection, and 
one almost wondered if they really 
were girls. Many looked like boys 
in disguise. Some of them had 
bare, shaved heads, like those of 
the men in the summer. After all, 
in the heat—why shouldn't one 
shave one’s hair off? I asked the 
band to continue playing so that I 
could go on photographing undis- 
turbed. ‘Who is that beautiful slim 
girl in the second group?’ I asked 
the directress. 

“‘She is an engineer’s daughter. 
She ran away from her parents, 
wandered about with men, and stole. 
When she first came she was very 
depressed; she felt lonely and un- 
happy. Now she is ‘more cheerful. 
She is very industrious, has had a 


good education and is in a responsi- 
ble position.’ ” 

The girls then are dismissed. 
Some go to their rooms; others re- 
main in the souare and dance folk 
dances with a man teacher. The 
superintendent explains that the 
teacher is one of their best. 

“ ‘He. was once a vagrant him- 
self, but he has completely re- 
formed, and now works devotedly 
for the welfare of waifs and strays.’ 

“‘Doesn’t that cause difficulties? 
Do the girls recognize his author- 
ity? 

“One doesn’t talk about author- 
ity; we have replaced it by com- 
radely co-operation. This man has 
an especially good influence on the 
girls. They say: “He is one of us.” 
It is essential that these girls with 
their stormy pasts, their instabil- 
ity and restlessness, should feel 
that they and their teachers are all 
working together and helping one 
another.’ ”’ 

Frau von Koerber finds the for- 
mer convent chapel has been turned 
into a workshop with benches and 
machines in long rows. On asking 
if metal work is not too hard for 
the girls, she is told that they are 
“passionately fond of it.” The su- 
perintendent adds that the girls 
need hard work to keep them from 
getting “nervy.” 

The superintendent, incidentally, 
was a social worker during the war, 
studied child welfare among refu- 
gees and Russians, and was in the 
Children’s Friendly Society for sev- 
en years. 

In the summer, Frau von, Koer- 
ber is told, the girls take great in- 


terest in working on nearby co- 
operative farms. After the harvest 
they work fou: hours daily in the 
metal factory, prison kitchen or on 
the farm. The remaining four 
hours are taken up with theoretical 
work. 
~ s oe 

ONDITIONS are not so pleas- 
Cant at the huge Taganka prison 

where 2200 men and women are 
serving sentences. Frau von Koer- 
ber remarks that the men’s accom- 
modations are much better’ than 
the women’s quarters, the old 
women and girls are mixed  to- 
gether, that they nearly mobbed 
her in an effort to recite their 
stories before she could even ask a 
question. 

Much of the trouble there, she 
finds, is due to the fact that there 
is only room for half the prisoners 
to work in the factory. A guard 
tells her that the women who can- 
not be given places to work cause 
disturbances—“it’s dreadful with so 
many women forever nagging and 
squabbling.” Another prison  of- 
ficial, explaining that the women 
are a real problem, says, “Give me 
10 men rather than one woman!” 

There is a disturbance and a sob- 
bing woman prisoner is led in. “I 
am not allowed to work any more, 
they are giving my place to an- 
other,” she screams, _ 

“Such things do happen,” the of- 
ficial comments. “Prisoners are re- 
placed if they do not work de- 
pendently.”
